He plucked a single 
hair from his head, held it ap before them, and 
then spoke in a grave and resolute tone: * Win- 
ne ! do you see this hair? Look at it.— 
You threaten to massacre the white people at 
the Prairie. They are your friends, and mine. 
You wish to drink their blood! Is that your 
pur ? Dare to lay a finger upon one of 
them, and 1 will blow you from the wd of the 
earth, as | now,” suiting the action to the word, 
“ blow this hair with my breath, where none can 
find it." Not a head was turned, nor a muscle 
seen to move, at the close of this startling and 
unexpected communication.”
